Kanaai City, Not. 11.— Lawrence 
lieWls, white, another at the 26 con- 

rlcts who escapf (1 from the military 
prison at Fort Li avcnworth, was shot 
ind fatally wounded near Quenemo, 
10 miles southwest of the penitentiary. 
Lewis received a bullet In the back 
while attempting to run away from 
the city marshal of that place. This 
makos a total of 1^! pilsontTR captured 
llnce tlu- outbreak last Wednesday, 
leaving l.'i still at large. Lewis was 
received at the penitentiary In Octo- 
ber, 1900, andar a At* year sentence 
for larceny. 

Other posses are pursuing two dif- 
feront Kangs of men within rA) nilh s 
nf the penitentiary and further cap- 
tures are loolit d for at any time. 

To date four of the mutinous ccn- 
riots liave been Itilled, and live, in- 
cluding the two who made a captiva 
of Sheriff Coolc of Topeka and escap- 
ed, have been woiiiidi'd. 

The seizure of Sheriff Cook near 
Pauline by two fugitives, was one of 
the most daring episodes of the chasi . 
The two convicts were surrounded in 
Ihe fannhouRO of a man named Woos- 
ter. Sheriff Took and Deputy Stu riff 
VV'illianis were in the posse that pni 
sued and shot at the convicts, wound- 
ing tham. 1 hinklng the convicts had 
run around the house Cook darted 
through the open door, intending 
to surprise them at fh^ rear 
door. But instead of this the conviets 
had gone into the house and the otll- 
cer almost fell into their arms. Sheriff 
Cook was ordered to give up his gun, 
which he did. Deputy Wlliams by this 
time had reached the house and en- 
tered without knowing what had Hap- 
pened inside, and he. too, was made 
captive by the convicts. In the mean- 
time Chief Stahl of Topeka with elghi 
offleers were on their way. They ai 
rived at the Wooster house about an 
hour after the olhcers had been im 
prisoned. Chief Stahl imnie(liatel> 
began negotiations with the convicts 
to give up their prisoners and to su 
render themselves, but the convicts 
only laughed. Farmer Wooster then 
got a gun and was about to shoot 
when one of them laid him low with 
a blow from the butt of a revolver 
taken from cae of their captives. The 
convicts broke Wooster's right hand 
and cut an ugly gash In his aead. 

One of the convicts told Sheriff 
Cook that he would be killed if he 
made the slightest move toward their 
capture. In the meantime the police 
oflcers on the outside had surrounded 
the building, but were afraid to make 
a move for fear that Cook and Wil- 
liams would suffer. Mrs. Wooster had 
fainted durinj; the excitement. She 
finally revived, and then the bold 
convicts placed the woman and Bher 
iff Cook in front of them as shields 
and mad*.! for the door. 

Then, after exacting a promise from 
the sheriff that he would not permit 
any of the officers outside to fire on 
tham, they started for the open.. As 
thef' Mt the house, the frightened 
farmer*! wife and the submissive 
sheriff before them, the convicts pass- 
ed between a cordon of police, who 
' could have easily captured them, and 
started for the railroad track. Tbe 
sheriff bad In turn exacted a promise 
from the police that they would not 
molest the convicts, and they did not. 

After covering a considerable dis- 
tance down the track the convicts sud- 
denly disappeared through a hedge 
fence, bidding the oflcers a mocking 
farewell. The convicts had secured a 
good start before the officers had re- 
covered from their surprise. Then 
some of the policemen wanted to pur- 
sue, but Sheriff Cook would not per- 
mit it, as be had promised the con- 
vict* immanity from arrest 

Araiad men are marching for the 
captors of Cook and it does not seem 
probable that they can get away. Ke 
inforced by the weapons taken from 
the Wooster farm house and from the 
oflear they are well prepared, how- 
ever, to make a fierce fight before be- 
ing captured. 

A report from Alma says that a clt- 
isens' posse near that plai f had a run- 
ning flgh( with two escaped convicts. 
One of tk* parsuars had his horaa shot 
from under him. At Alma the con- 
victs stole two horses and made good 
their escape. NofWng has yet been 
beard from the three convicts seen 
aortli ol t his city Sun day evealag. '

King of Brooklyn was Inoculated with 
virus from a cow afflicted with tuber- 
culosis by Dr. Oeorge D. Barney of 

Brooklyn. The solution of bovine tu- 
bercle bacilli was injteted on each 
side of the woman's neck aliove the 
cleavi( le, the quantity of the Injection 
bein^ about one and one>half drftms. 
She offered to submit to this experl- 
meD't. it is said, In order that the med- 
ical profession might know whether or 
not Professor Koch's theory that bo- 
vine tubercle bacilli cannot Infect a 
human being was correct The cow 
from which the virus was taken was 
inoculated by Dr. Barney sometime 
ago with virus of a consumptive per- 
son. Dr. Rarnoy said he is also anx- 
ious to prove that persons suffering 
from consumption in Its early stages 
can be cured by the inhalation ot a 
compound of the phenol group. Should 
Miss King be stricken with consump- 
tion as a result of the experiment she 
will under go the inhalation treatment 

A. F. L. Organiser Arrested. 

Washington, Nov. 11. — Samuel 
Crompers. president of the American 
Fe deration of Labor, protested to the 
president ajjainst the arrest of Santi- 
ago Iglesias, who was sent to Porto 
Rico by the American Federation of 
Labor to reorganize the workingmen 
of the island. Mr. Iglesias was arrest- 
ed, according to a eabh uram received 
from him by Mr. Gompers. as he 
stepped ashore at San Juan, and plac- 
ed in Jail. The nature of tbe charge 
against him is not known.

California Citrus Crop. 

Los Angeles, Nov. 11. — Careful and 
conservative estimates of the orange 
crop of southern California for the 
season of 1901-02 Indicate that It will 
be from 15 to 20 per cent less than 
that of last year, and with normal 
climatic conditions, the fruit will be 
of excellent quality. There is tbe us- 
ual variance In these estimates, how- 
ever, and optimistic views being that 
the crop will equal or exceed mat of 
last season. F. Q. Sto.-ey, president 
of the seml-troplo fruit exchange, 
thinks this season's crop of citrus 
fruit will be a trifle less than L'O.tiuu 
carloads, or about 80 per cent of that 
wklch was shipped last season.

AN OFFICIAL TEST JUST COMPLETED. 



ProjfetlU-s J an Be Hurled Over Three 
>illes With HuflBclent Charge 
to Blow a Battleship Out ^ 
of Balstanoa. 



New York. Nov, 11.— Highly success- 
ful tests of a nt w dynamite gun of de- 
slriutive powers in excess of any 
weapun liiili' ito designed were pri- 
vately conducted by a special board of 
officers of the bureau or ordnance of 
the United States army at Fisher 
island. The government has for sev- 
eral years hem engaged In the erec- 
tion on Fisher island of fortifications 
on a collosal scale, intended to make 
the eastern entrance to the sound im- 
pregnable to naval attack and secure 
the safety of all the cities along tbe 
sound from New Lontfon to New York. 

In this system of defense th? ii. w 
dynamite pun, which Is mounted so as 
to cover the channel between Fisher 
Island and Plum Island • on which 
heavy batteries have also been erect- 
ed, is expected to play an important 
part. The utmost secrecy has been en- 
forced by the goveriinunt relative to 
the works on Fisher island and the 
gi)V( rnment has not made public these 
tests. Tbe gun, which was built In 
Scranton, Pa., was recently installed 
In a battery at t!i<- w. Km > nd nf iiv 
island. It Is ef the saiii" iJiiciniiat)'- 
type as til'' vcuiis of the bat'.eii" s nuw 
in position at Sandy Hook and San 
Francisco, being 40 feet long, with a 
caliber of 15 inches, but embodies 
many new features. The tests were 
made Ix'fori- a bnaid (onsisting of 
Majors .Mc.Nuit and liirney of the bu- 
reau or ordnaiiei' and many artillery 
officers in the vicinity. 

With the full caliber projectile the 
gun proved its ability to burl euu 
t)ounds of nltro getalin, said to be suf- 
ti(ient to annihilate any battleship 
afloat, a distance uf about Il.OCKi yards 
with a degiee of accuracy not i x- 
celled by the latest types of heavy 
rifled ordnance. Two days were de- 
voted to the tests. The flrst shot 
hurled a 6-lnch shell, carrying 50 
pounds of (xplosivi', a distaiirc of 
7ti.{ yards, buistins on impact with 
thi' watt r and sending a column of 
water 300 feet into the air. With a 10- 
inch shell carrying 200 pounds of ex- 
plosive, the extreme range was found 
to be 5.460 yards, the shell exploding 
under water with the desired delay 
action of two seconds. In the ji st for 
ac(ura<y livf S-inch shriu were 
dropped at various ranges, all of 
which would have taken effect, assum- 
ing that the target had been a battle- 
ship about three miles away, or about 
double the distance of L\,"00 yards now 
generally acct ptKi as tln' limit of a 
practical tight iiig raiitir. In the test 
for rapidity uf lire Ave full-caliber 
shells weighing 1,185 pounds, were 
discharged in 11 minutes and 55 sec- 
onds, almost b:lnglng tbe weapoq 
within the (lass of rapid Are pieces. 
The te.-4t of endurance called for firing 
within two hours 25 "alrsbots," or 
what in an ordinary gun would be 
called blank cartridge, but no difficul- 
ty was experienced in firing 40 shots 
in that time.
